NO  man  who  had  either  feed  or 
heard  the  ridicu!e&  abule  which  have 
been  for  Tome  weeks  thiown  not  a 
gainlt  the  Bryan's  It  a' ion  ticket,  couid 
Knee  foppofed  that  thole  who  fo  law- 
ithly  cenfured  the  forming  of  that 
ticket,  would  have  follow eo  a  fimilar 
plan.
